PREAMBLE 

Whereas, the ladies of Bishop realize 
the necessity for greater intellectual de¬ 
velopment and systematic study; we 
have resolved to organize a permanent 
club for the purpose of development 
along intellectual lines.

BY-LAWS 

Athena Heading Club 
ARTICLE I 

Sec. 1—The President shall preside at 
all meetings of the club. She shall ap¬ 
point all special committees and shall be 
a member ex-officio of all committees. 

Sec. 2—In the absence of the President 
the Vice-President shall perform the 
duties of that office. 

Sec. 3—The Recording Secretary shall 
keep the minutes of the meetings of the 
club, and shall perform such other duties 
as the club may direct. 

Sec. 4—The Corresponding Secretary 
shall conduct the correspondence of the 
club, send out all notices, and keep a 
list of the members. 

Sec. 5—The Treasurer shall be the cus¬ 
todian of the funds of the club and dis¬ 
burse the same on the written order of 
the President and Recording Secretary. 

ARTICLE II—MEMBERSHIP 

Sec. 1—The membership of the club 
shall be limited to twenty (20). 

Sec. 2—The name of a proposed mem¬ 
ber shall be proposed to the Recording 
Secretary by a member of the club. 

Sec. 3—No name shall be presented to 
the club unless the proposed shall have 
signified a desire to become a member of 
the club. 






Sec. 4—Names presented for member¬ 
ship shall be read by the Secretary in 
regular meeting one week before the 
balloting upon the same. Two dissenting 
ballots shall exclude the proposed mem¬ 
ber. 

Sec. 5—Any member having been ab¬ 
sent for three consecutive meetings shall 
be notified by the Secretary. In the ab¬ 
sence of a written excuse sent to the club 
through the Secretary at the next regula- 
meeting, the name of said member shall 
be dropped from the roll. 

(Amendment)—All members who ex¬ 
pect to be absent from the club for a 
period of one year shall be granted a 
“temporary membership, ” the same to 
be made permanent by filling the first 
vacancy made in the club. 

ARTICLE III—DUES 

Sec. 1—All members shall pay an 
initiation fee of $2. 

(Amendment.)—An annual assessment 
of two dollars shall be levied on each 
member. Such assessment shall be due 
and payable on or before January 1st of 
each year. New members shall be exempt 
from this assessment for the first year. 
Members failing to pay this assessment 
shall not be entitled to vote, and the 
names shall be read by the Secretary. 
This rule shall apply also to any and all 
assessments levied by the club, two weeks 
being given as the time limit for these 
irregular assessments.

Sec. 1—These By-Laws may be amend¬ 
ed at any regular meeting, notice having 
been given at the previous regular meet¬ 
ing. A two-thirds vote of those present 
shall be necessary for adoption.
